Trotting At Waives ton, Texas. { 

Our correspondent, “San Jacinto,” sends us the following account of < 
the meeting at Oleander Park, Galveston, gleaned from the Galveston ' 
Timet: 

Oleander Park, to which they have given attention. Is possibly tbe 
beat arranged race course In ibe Southern States. The track Is an i 
ellipse, exactly ooe mile lu length, elxiy-one feet In width, aud a dead 
level. The foundation la firm, out possesses that elasticity which turf 
men prize aa indispensable for the safety of auimals subjected to great i 
strain 

The stables are constructed with a view to convenience as well as to 
the comfort of the stock, while plenty of fresh water haa been provided < 
for the use of the men and animals now quartered on the grounds and < 
for tbe numerous stables that are coming. 

Tbe grand stand Is one of the most substantially constructed build¬ 
ings ou the island, and baa a seating capacity for 2,500 people Above 1 
the visitors pavilion, directly opposite tbe judges stand and over the 
string, is the place provided for the time keepers. From this favora¬ 
ble position a perfect bird's eye view of the entire enclosure Is readily 
commanded, while beyond the broad, ocean drinks lu the exleul to 
which tbe vlaiou ran reach. 

Tbe Jockey Club have a ten year s lease of the enclosure and build- 
Inga for racing purposes, and are now actively engaged In supplying 
every wanting essential that will make It the finest course ou the conti¬ 
nent. The grounds enclosed contain eighty acres of laud, aud which 
was purchased by the Fair Aaeodallou at a cost of $40,000, Is sur¬ 
rounded by a high picket feuce. In good order, aud within tbe distance 
of six feet has heeu plauted along its entire length a hedge of oleuu 
ders, that are iuteuded not only to beautify the grounds with pcreuuial 
verdure and many-colored blossoms, but also to serve tbe additional 
purpose of break!ug the aliff winds. 

On December 2d a large crowd gathered to witness the trotting. The

In the first heat the word was giveu with Temple at the pole. Star 
next aud Crockett on the outside, but he soon passed Star, then Tem¬ 
ple. winuiug by an open length. 

Tbe start for the secood beat was not so good, but Fleming, who was 
somewhat behind, asked the judges for a “ go.” which belug granted, 
off they went. Temple leading to the first turn, where he skipped and 
crowded so close to Crockett's place that his wheel ran over and tore 
the boot from one of Crockett's feet, thus forcing Fleming to stop and 
return to tbe stand. Temple's driver used every endeavor to pull him 
off, but too late to prevent the damage, and caused the Judges to decide 
the horse distanced und to give Star the heat. The third heat was with* 
out notable Interest, Crockett passing Star near the first quarter, where 
the latter left her feet and did not come down till tbe gap was too wide 
to be closed. The fourth best wus well contested, Crockett leadlug to 
the quarter, half and three-quarter pole; here the mare began to crawl 
up. At the last turn it was difficult to decide who led until Crockett, 
stumbliug. lost somewhat, then the mare shewed herself well In the 
lead, which she kept, coming lu with clear light between them. 

The fifth heat was almost devoid of lalerest, Crockett taklug the pole 
from Star, before reaching the first quarter, aud keeping it. cauie lu an 
easy winner. The chestnut gelding Crockett, wiuucr of the heats over 
Lady Star aod Pilot Temple, has many admirers In Texas, and they 
claim for him that he has not shown all of his speed yet. The follow¬ 
ing is bis history: Some two years ago Crockett was brought to Galves- 
tou by Messrs. Burnett A Kilpatrick, who knew nothing of his quali¬ 
ties, aud who were in ignorance of the fact that he was destined ut this 
time to slaud as the champion or the Texas turf. Mr. Dreunan traded 
for him. giving for him s saddle horse for which be paid $40. Prior to 
this change in his owners Crockett had been used as a dray 
horse, aud was worked every day to h cart haul¬ 
ing sand for this city. He had do gait except a pace, 
which was hie natural gait, and to forget which aud adopt the new 
step which promises to Tend biin to national distinction, he was sub¬ 
jected to nu ordeal that tried no less the patience of his traiuer thau 
the mettle of bis owu bottom. Mr. Dreunan placed him in tbe bauds 
of Mr. Robert Fleming, an experienced horoemau. with instructions to 
“fix him up” aud sell him. Duringthe process Mr. Fleming discov¬ 
ered that he was no ordinary animal and had him sold in January last 
for $275. Regretting his bargain almost instantly, he succeeded In 
canceling the sale aud at once began the work of developing bis qual¬ 
ities To break him of pacing Mr. Fleming carried him every day to 
the beach and drove him in water two feet deep uutil he had 
acquired tbe trotting gait. From this difficult beginning 
be continued bis efforts until he had him fairly ac¬ 
quainted with his dudes on the course. He was first exhibited be¬ 
fore the public at tbe Dallas Fair, where he showed up to 
such an advantage ss to attract au offer of $l2.U00-from a gentleman 
who ranks among the first turfmen in the West. He was next exhib¬ 
ited at the Austin Fair, where be wou all the purses for which he was 
eulered. making for himself a record of 2:31. Uls next performance 
was ou the Oleander Park Course. Saturday, December 2d, when be 
gave his heels to Lady Star and Pilot Temple, aod lu three straight 
beats announced himself the victor over these well known trotters. 
Crockett has tbe build of a thoroughbred, is clean limbed, fine-coated, 
nud bears the ear marks of good blood. Of bis pedigree notbiug certain 
is Icaowu, although indirectly be has been traced back to a race 
tuare which was brought to this State daring toe war from Charlestowo, 
S. C. He Is fifteen bands one Inch high, weighs 900 pounds, is a light 
chestnut sorrel, »»*ven years old, and ft Is thought may yel place ni* 
record Inside of 2 :20. _

No. 9.-TIH REDTAILED BUZZARD AND OTHER HAWKS. 

(Hntered according to Actor Congress. In the year 187rt.br Mausfi A Co., In 
the office of the Librarian of Cnntcress.ut Washington.! 

The readers of the Chicago Field will doubtless agree with mo that 
the engraver has been smces-ful In producing a faithful aud spirited 
portrait or a hawk. If it Is not all right it Is toy fault, not his, for It is 
exactly like ray original drawing, on tliu hack of which I And penciled: 
“No. L'CCLI; buteo boreall*. nat. aixe; Fort Randall. Dakota. Feb. 28, 
IhTS. E. C." 1 remember eery well wheu I shot the bird and made the 
drawing; and a splendid specimen it was. In Its mature vigor and per 
feet plumage. lu one war or another, alive and after it was killed, that 
hawk coal me pretty much all of one day. In the Aral place 1 had "a 
time" In shooling It; the watchful bird found out whut I was after. Ins- 
fore I Intended, aud U was au hour before I bold It In my hands. After 
I bad finished my drawing, which consumed aome hours more. I wrote 
a careful deacrlptloo to have on hand in case I should ever wont to 
“pul It all In a book.'*aa they say ;aud then I stuffed the skin for my col¬ 
lection. In order that the bird might live again In the cabinet of a natur¬ 
alist to tell the story of Its beautiful coloration In eloquent silence. So 
much for the history of the particular specimen whose likeness you see. 
Th**re are some points about the picture I wish to speak of. 

Tbephyslognoray of a hawk it striking and unmistakable ; but the 
effect is uot entirely due io the great hcoked beak, conspicuous ns this 
warlike Instrument Is. Tbe expression of the eye is peculiar. The eye¬ 
ball It-elf la strongly convex, but the eye as a whole seems sunken iu 
tbe head. This la chiefly due to the prominent ridge, well shown in 
the cut, which stands out from the bean, overshadowing the eye like a 
portico, aud producing an appearance like that which in tbe case ot a 
mail wo should call * shaggy-browed.” Iu our own species, a pro in I - 
neut eyebrow Is supposed to indicate acuteness of the perceptive facul¬ 
ties, aud the facts seem to bear out the supposition. If the pictures 
I have seen of Charles Darwiu are to be trusted, he has this prominent, 
this perceptive brow, to perfection, and It will be remem¬ 
bered that this trained naturalist was famous ns au observer 
before lie became Illustrious as a philosopher and dic¬ 
tator of scientific thought the world over. Phrenologists have 
sought to establish a connection between tbe protuberance over the eye 
and certain processes of the brain, but anatomy refuses to bear them 
out. Certain bony cells, called frontal sinuses, have more to do with 
producing a prominent brow than the brain has. This Is strikingly Il¬ 
lustrated in the case of the elephant, whose pouderons head is supposed 
to be full of wl-e brains, but that mighty expanse of forehead is nearly 
all hollow boue, aud the brain case of the sagacious beiw betrtt a 
small proportion to the entire skull. In the case of the hawk, the 
prolrudiug bone which shell* ra tbe eye Is not even a hollow hone; It 
is merely a thin plate or shelf of bone projecting horizontally from the 
brow of the eye socket. It Is called the supraciliary shield. Never¬ 
theless. the curious circumstance of eye brow still bolds good; for 
hawks arc amoug the most watchful and observant of birds—they are 
in short, highly perceptive. 

It la not. however, very difficult to outwit a 
hawk, nroler ordinary circumsiaucea. “Wild as a 
hawk" la a proverbial expression and some per- 
•ou®* never know how to hunt them successfnlly. 

Mr. John Krlder. the veteran sportamau and taxi¬ 
dermist of Philadelphia, is noted for his skill in 
collecting hawks-they say he can kill them 
when nobody elae can ao much as see one. With 
becoming modesty and deference. I may say that 
I sometimes fancy I have acquired the knack too 
—at auy rate, the collections I hive brought iu 
from the West have always included large num¬ 
bers of these birds, and when I see a hawk Iu 
plain view on the tup of a tree. I almost fee) as if 
be were already mine, particularly if I happen to 
be ou horseback. The mistake that rno?t persons 
make la in supposing that by anv caution on their 
part they can sneak unobserved on the bird. Ten 
to one the bird saw them before they noticed the 
bird, aud was at once on the alert, watching 
their movement, ready to fly ns soon a* danger 
became imminent. The secret in uot to let tbs 
bird find oat by yonr actions that you have ob¬ 
served It. If the bird Is ahead of you when you 
first sen It. keep right on your way. not only not 
attempting concealment, bnt not even looking at 
the bird— still less, getting ready to flro. or mnk- 
Ing any abrupt movement whatever. If tbe bird 
Is in such a position that to approach him would 
be to materially alter your course, keep on till you 
are fairly out of sight, makes little detour unob¬ 
served, and reappear, advancing carelessly. By 
such well-feigned Indifference, yon ma ; make the 
bird say to himself "poob! that stupid fellow 
doesn't see roe—at any rate.be len t after me;” 
and when you have established ench relations 
with a hawk, he Is generally yours. Thia sort of 
strategy is particularly successful when practiced 
on horseback. Scores of times i have ridden 
quite as close as I wished, aud fired from my 

seat at the hawk on his perch, or jumped off and *- 

let him have it just as he launched Into tbe nlr -as 

he sorely did the moment ( stopped. It Is u clear 

case of out-will!ug tbe Judgment of a bird whose powers of observation 

sre hard to beat. 

Next after the "hawk's eye." the beak and its appurtenance* deserve 
notice. The cere, as it Is called, in a characterMiCjtbing. not only of 
hawks, bnt of all birds of prey— owls and vultures as well; It Is ul«o 
fouud In the parrot tribe, aud In a few other birds, but is perhaps a 
more noticeable feature of raoaclous. than of any other birds. This is 
a dense tough waxy {cera Is Latin for wax) membrane that Is saddled 
on to the base of the upper mandible. Tbe nostrils always pierce Its 
substance, or at leart open at Its edge—the former condition 
nsually if not always obtains among hawks, while Ihe latter is more fre¬ 
quently seen among owls. What tbe use of the membrane Is 1 really 
ao not know, and while l confess my ignorance. I shall not do homage 
to the speculations of others ou the subject by recounting their theo 
rles. The rest of the beak of a hawk, formidable as It Is, requires no 

f uneral description ; we are all familiar with that cruel Instrument for 
scenting flesh—the strong mandibles, with their sharp edges and sharper 

C lnt. tell their own story. There is. however, a relallou between the 
ak tod claws which will bear mention. 

Most birds procure their food without the direct assistance of their 
feet -of course they walk about, but I mean they don't use their feet 
to sefxe or hold food or convey It to their mouths. Parrots are curious 
in this respect, for their feet aud their beaks seem In great measure to 
falflll each other's offices—for these birds climb a good deal with the 
aid of their beaks, and eat from their feet. In the 
CMC of the hawks. birds which walk very little, 
the feet are the great l net rumen ts of prehension. They 
do not convey food to their mouths In this way. but they always seize 
It with their talons and hold it by the same means while they are busy 
devouring It. And a wonderfnl instrument a hawk's foot Is! The 
fleshiness of the thigh and drum stick tells of the great muscular forte 
which can be brought to bear on the claws: and these great sickle- 
shaped weapons may he thrust to their roots in living flesh. I have had 
some literally for* experience with hawks' claws, which has taught me 
to he very polite to a wounded bird when, as I come up, It throws It- 
self on Its hack with flashing eyes, and prepares to fight with marvel¬ 
ously quick thrusts of those wicked talons. I remember one occasion 
when a hawk for a time proved too much for two of ns. My companion 
had wounded a hawk, a large, black Buteo nralnsonl. which ho brought 
me. bolding It-as 1 thought, with unnecessary caution, for it seemed 
near dead - by the ends of the wings. I received it loo carelessly, and 
on the Instant the desperate bird drove Its heel talon 
deep Into the hall of my thnmb. aod clutched the back 
of my hand with the other three claws. My friend was quick 
to my assistance, but no quicker than tbe wounded bird, which grasped 
his wrist with tbe other foot—and there we were, two great lubbers, 
stamping and using “nervous Saxon.’' handcuffed by a hawk—shackled 
toget bar like a pair of convicts I We had cause to remember that en 
counter for several days. 

Ball mnst go hack again to tbe beak of the hawk— ex pede ad caput 
—to firing up one point that affects the classification of these birds, In 
the shove picture of a Buteo. you will observe that the cutting edges of 
tbe bill curve regularly down to the point, with only a slight lobe or 
festoon. Had a falcon Instead of a buzzard hawk been represented, 
there would have been seen. Just back of the hook, on the edge of the 
upper mandible, a strong tooth-like process. The reader may refer to 
the figure of the shrike which I gave lo a previous letter, where such a 
tooth la very well shown. Nowall the true falcons possess such a tooth, 
which seems to be an Indication *of strength and spirit, 
aod few other hawks have this particular formation. The pas- 
feeulOA pf a toothed bill Ja generally accompanied by long, strong 


pointed wings, a short, stiff tall, aud other det-ll* of structure, which in¬ 
dicate tbe highe-t development of tbe raptorial character—though it 
must be added that some of the moat "noble" birds of prey, like the 
splendid goshawk for Instance, have the beak simply lobea, as In the 
case of the sluggish Ituten itself. 

Now that wo are upon matters of classification, I will sketch, with a 
free baud, without uunecssary adherence to rigid technicalities, the 
different groups of hawks fount iu this country. There are a large 
number of species, all of which fall ou one or another of the following 
groups: 

1. First, there Is s single species, confined to our Southeru border, 
which Is somewhat vulture like, feeding largely upou carrion, and hav¬ 
ing sluggish habits. Geinis Polyborus. 

2. The marsh hawks or barriers (genus Circus) are another small 
gruut> related to the owls, tu having a curious ruff of feathers around 
the face, calle l tbe facial disc. We have but one species, Circuit hud 
sonlus. very abundant all over North America Tbe old male Is most¬ 
ly of a light blue color, wlitte underneath; the females and young are 
dark brown above, reddish brown below, with a conspicuous while 
patch on the root of the tall. 

8. The osprey or fish hawk. Pandlon haliastos.is another species which 
singly represents a remarkable croup of hawks, distinguished by their 
euormon* scaly and warty feet, the reversible front toe. their fish eating 
habits, and other peculiarities. 

4. The kites are a fourth group, known by their rather small size, 
small feel and bill, and extremely long pointed wings. Though of no 
great streugtb, they are extremely active birds, of lithe and graceful 
shape; they lake their prey on the wing, and often eat it from tbeir 
claws aa they sail along. We have four species, chiefly confined to the 
Southern States. 

&. The buzzard*, of which the Buteo borealis here figured is a typical 
example, constitute a large group not easy to define except by negative 
characters—by saying they do uot possess auy of the peculiarities of the 
other groups. They are all large hawks, heavy-bodied. of comparatively 
slow flight, and lack entirely the da*h—the elan of fa’cons. We have 
a great uumber of buzzard**, the best known of which is the great 
benhawk, (The reader must be careful uot to confound these buzzard- 
hawk** with the turkey-buzzard, which is a kind of vulture, not belong¬ 
ing to the same family even.) With the buzzards I roust associate tbe 
eagles; for. different as these great birds may appear, they are nothing 
bnt buzzard hawka of large stature. 

Eagle* have always taken strong hold of the popular fancy, and there 
is a great deal of superstitions and otherwise Imaginary bosh written 
about them. I can scarcely tike up a newspaper that dabble* at all In 
natural hii*tor>. without fludiug that Inevitable paragraph a'mut some 
monstrous eagle that A B. or his friend D C. killed, and which meas¬ 
ured so many feet aero**; while we have gruy eagles and black eagles 
and eagles without atint.. My word for it. reader, this eagle business Is 
about done to death—let me beg you not to publish the 
next eagle you kill. Eagle stories are almost always “fishy." 
As lo the number of different kinds of eagles in this 
laud, believe me when I assure that there never have 
been but two species discovered in all tbe length aud breadth of this 
country. That famous bird of Washington was a myth Either Audit- 
bon was mistaken, or else, as some do not hesitate to affirm roundly, 
he lied about It. Tbe two species are: The golden eagle. Agulta 
chrysnetos: you may know It always by observing that the feathers of 
the shank grow down to the b*»«*s of the toes. The other is the bald 
eagle. Iluliatu" leucoce/ihalus, which has the shank linked aud scaly. 
During the firat year of his life thia redoubtable bird figures in the 
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newspapers an the black eagle, for he is then quite blackish all over. 
Thi* second year he is what they call a aray eagle, ns his plumage gets 
lighter. The third y**ar he gets a white head and white tail, aud turns 
into the emblem of ibis great sprawling republic of ours. Is not this 
perfectly plain? To resume, then: 

6. There is a group of hawks proper, which, tbough lacking 
tbe tooth of tbo bill, are quite as noble as any falcon 
could be, and were formerly extensively used in fal¬ 
conry. Their flight Is extremely swift and impetuous, and they 
always kill their prey for themselves. The wlugs are rather short and 
rounded, the tail tiuusiially long. Of such are the goshawk, astur At- 
ricaplltus, tbe shurp-sblnoed hawk, Acripifer fuscus. and one or two 
other American kluds. 

7. Lastly, wc come to the true falcons, with the toothed bills, and 
and oth**r oolnl* sire idy adverted to. The peregrine falcon, or duck 
hawk. Falco psregrinns. Is one of these; the Jer falcon or gyr falcon, 
Fulcolslandlcu*. Is a second; the prairie falcon. F.polyagrus , is anoth¬ 
er; a fourth and the best known species, is tbe bauusoine little sparrow 
hawk, Falco eparverlu #, and there are some others, 

I meant to have hud more to say about the hen hawk. Buteo borealis , 
the species figured with this article, but 1 flew off at tangent, and have 
come to what at any rate eight to be the end of a letter, already 
too long. And If l may indulge tbe hope that I have enlightened any 
one of my readers on the subject of hawks at large. I will stop right 
here. Au revolr. Please remember about those eagles! 


sudden change of direction; often succeeds In wholly or partially stop¬ 
ping tbe ball, but not uot sufficiently quickly or well to enure au out; 
Dut this Is lo moat cases charged lo him «- uti error. Again, some one 
huudred ton hitter may seod a dead-line so fast to a man and «o 
straight that he has only time to put bis band before bla face or his 
diaphragm for self-protection ere the ball strikes the palms of his un 
yielding bands and rebounds; this Is also ao error. We buppened oooe 
to suggest to ooc of these red hot catch-every fly critics that such ware 
hot quite errors, and his answer was, “what arc they hired for If nut to 
stop 'em." It was a fact, and we were silenced, for there Is no use try¬ 
ing to argue with a man who can not appreciate the Impossible. But 
besides these two styles of errors there Is a third, which is fur more 
damaging to brilliant play than both of the above combined, llow 
often do we see a brilliant out-fielder, like lllnes, Glenn. Hem«»eu, 
York or Cutbbert, strain every nerve to reach a soaring, distant fly, 
perhapssne* ceding to touch ino hall with tbeir outstretched angers or 
to have it strike obliquely on the palms of their bauds. wbll»l still run¬ 
ning at full speed; tbe bsl) passes them, a second base perhaps 
is obtained, and dowu goes the inevitable error 
Need we say to any true lover of a manly effort 
that aneb la not ao error; but as reporters are not, as a rule. such, the 
player gets ebar/ed with an error With many players thia would he 
tbe death of brilliant play. With those we have af<*r--mentioned It la 
not. for their love of the game Is such that no fear of error* will prevent 
the gallant effort; but still we have seen very many out fielders make 
no effort whatever, to reach a seemingly nu-reachable ball. 

These difficult plays should be reckoned as chances, not as errors. 
Count them as we suggest, and a more accurate knowledge of bow 
I bed a fielder's play is. may be arrived at. 

I Tbe scoring of base hits Is not a very difficult mit’er to handle. Let 
' every clear sacrifice count as a safe hit; for. though the batsman goes 
out, he tallies a safe base to his aide by pushing a partner already ou 
tbe bases. Among such safe hita may be reckoned the long out field 
fly, the hunt In front of the home plate, the slow roller to the iu field, or 
a hot grounder to second, which sends a man from first to second, or 
second to third, yet gets the striker out. Admit these four cla-s of hits 
as safe hits, and there would be no complaint about striking for indi 
vidual averages. There Is a spark of esprit de corps In every man; 
however selfish, which will show, if not repressed by undue pressure 
That there should be an Individual column of safe bits. Is quite certain, 
for If you suppress the Individuality nr a player you repress bis self- 
pride aud curb his ambition. For this reason it doe* rod a*em advis¬ 
able to us that tbe individual base hit column should he done away 
with. Rectify the present terrorizing system of errorizing, and the 
fielding will be more brilliant. Amplify the system of safe hitting, 
and the total of earned runs will he far higher. 

This Is no mere theoretical proposition, but an exposition of a sys 
I tem that we have practiced, together with our system of analyzing the 
pitching, iu all games played In Chicago. But a* we have thus only tho«e 
games played in Chicago, we do uot propose to publish an incomplete 
hatting average; but we do propose to publish nu average exhibiting 
the points of our analysis m* touching tho-e pitchers who have shown 
| on the grounds of the While Stocking hitse-ball club. 

That part of our practice coincides with Ihe opinion of those who hnd 
in hana the forming of the league scoring rules Is evident, for section 
of Rulo VIII on scoring, is an elaborate deflnitlou of a base hit upon 
principles enunciated above, wiihont tbe sacrifice hit. 

The league hints on hatting to league scorers are iu brief as follows: 
Section 1 orders a column for times at bat. excluding such occasions 
when n base is taken on balls. Section < orders a column for runs. 

Section 8 defines a base bit aud makes a column 
for It. Section 4 gives a column forftbe total mini- 
--- her of bases gained by a player w! ether for him¬ 
self or for auy|otber of his sf»»e by a safe hit steal, 
error of tbe npp*H*lng side, or off called halls, but 
uo bases shall he given if a man is put out ou the 
hit or steal, or error. 

In leaving out the safe hit for a sacrifice they 
fall to stop players like nines or Pike from strik¬ 
ing for their own average, aud they do a wrong to 
such men as Anson. Bsrnes and Wright, for the 
latter will not fnke into consideration the compli¬ 
cated matter of bases gained, preferring to see 
safe hits on their record according to the old style; 
the former, however, will go on sacrificing them 
reives, yet their base hit column will not snow all 
the bits that were beneficial to their side. It Is 
true that the total base column will rhow the re 
suit* of the sacrifice, hut it will rod show Ihe skill 
of the man with the bat ns clearly as the record 
of «iich a hit in the base hit column. If theplan 
iu use by us hod been ndopted by league srorers. 
It would Imve saved A vast amount of figuring 
Suction 5 treats of fielding nnd orders that col 
uinn five shall contain the number of men put 
out The catcher is to got the benefit of outa on 
a foul or striking out of turn. Column six shall 
contain the number of s*si«tance* and every 
player who hnudlea a hall In assistlug to put a 
player out shall get a credit. We will show the 
absurd complication ol his. for if a man is caught 
off a base and dies game, it is possible that every 
player in the nine may have to lends hand lu 
running him out. An assist is to be giv«n the 
pitcher on a third strike called, so a*si-t is to be 
given when a man la out ou a foul, or strikes out of 
turn. Section seven defines au error as a “mis 
pluv which allows the striker or base runner to 
make one or more bases when perfect play would 
have insured bis being put out" 

As a whole, we wouid prefer lo leave this league 
scoring plan alone, it is a reversal of mallaui in 
parvo—there is too little lu so much

Scoring. 

It has been in order with our contemporaries, daily, weekly aod 
•porting, to express an opinion on the matter of scoring. But if we 
give utterance to a few sentiments on the subject It Is not with any de¬ 
sire to follow the fashion, bnt to amplify certain statements made at 
the end of hist season s play. 

At that time we polu'.ed *»ut that the system of scoring errors was 
radically wrong and that the average deduced from the figures of the 
scoring tables used were practically valoelcss as a criterion of fielding 
merit. We then distinctly said that the way of Judging of a fielder s 
ability was to average his chances of making plays and number of plays 
made. We now say further that not only should the average chances 
of making play to plays bn counted, hut thn average of chances to 
errors. 

It does not follow because a man has missed a chance that he has 
made an error. When defending the White Stockings of I871S against 
the absurd a-saiilt# of the “ordinary dally newspaper reporter." we 
maintained that the system In vogne with base ball scorers of tbe dally 
press was wrong; for some of the paid by-the-yard pencil pushers who 
could not make a play, either goo I or Indifferent, and had no knowl 
edge of the ga i e they criticised would charge au error for every hall 
hit and not remltlog lu an out that toacied the hands, 

body or legs of a fielder. These critics had never 

' “been there" and could make no allowance for Incomprehensible 
* twist or sudden and unexpected bound whereby tha hall that should 
' have come Just so went lust somehow else. They did not know that a 
spinning hall after striking the ground will often fly off at a moat an- 
I accountable augle, boomerang fashion, and betake Itself In a totally

The Wild Does or Arnica.—In Africa, aud eapeclally In the Somali 
country, and even nearer the reglona In the direction of the Cape, a 
variety of wild dog exlala, which commits terrible ravages amongst the 
flocks and herds. When these are too well protected, and hunger 
drives them to seek a meal elsewhere, they, like tbelr congeners, torn 
their attention to prey of which It would be thought they would have 
an Inatlnctlve dread. With them, however, they appear to be aware of 
the grand principle that union is slreugtb, snd accordingly, they unite 
In a vast pack, and with Ihe aid of their wonderful lustloct and ex¬ 
quisite noses, hunt the largest, fleetest, and most wary of the large 
African game to a stand still, and then tear It piecemeal. 
The Uon W H. Drummond, In bis notes on "The Large Clame 
of Africa,” published at Edinburg lu 1875 hy Edmonston and 
Dongles, says II Is a marvelous sight to see o pack of them hunting, 
and drawing cover after cover, their sharp bell-like note ringing 
through the air. while a few of the fastest of their number Uke up their 
stations along the expected line of ran—the wind, the nature of the 
ground and the habits of tbo game all taken Into consideration with 
the most wonderful skill; and then to see them after they have found, 
going at their long, itnswerviug gallop, so close together that a sheet 
might cover them, while those which had been stationed, or had sta¬ 
tioned themselves—It ts hard to say which-drop In one by one an Ihey 
flnd themselves unable to make the running any longer; and the chase, 
generally a gnu or a water antelope, pressed flret by one aud then hy 
another, though it may distance the pack for a while, soon 
conies back to it. and If almost invariably run Into. 
'"Hie only thing to which I can compart" these animals,' says 
Mr Drummond, "and their Instinct, as people call It. is a P«fk 
of hounds hunted and whlppetl-fii to by members of their own body, 
and combining In oue homnn reason and brute cunning and power. 
He states tbst they do not show ths slightest tear of man. and alihongh 
he has shot one or two st varlons limes, on other occasions be his not 
dared to meddle with them for fear of their combining In an attack on 
him Mr. Drummond says that ha once remembers coming noon a pack 
of them scattered asleep in the long grass on the side of a hill before lie 
knew they were there. One jnroped up at his feet, and running a few 
yards faced ronnd and began lo give tongoe. This signal roused op 
more until the grass seemed to become sllvs with them, some 
lamping arouod him snd Joining In Ihe chorus, hut none 
attempted to run away. Being rather alarmed. Mr. Drum¬ 
mond picked out the two moat clamorous, and shot them, 
whereupon the others retired, hut only very slowly, 
They are cutlons-looklng animals, and have, as la common 
with all wild dogs. Ihe erect ear. Their skins are variegated, and they 
can according to Bchwctnfurth, be trained lo hnnt. when they become 
almost Invaluable to the natives Indeed, Livingstone mentions Hist 
the natives of the Kalahari desert break and train them for hunting. 
There are two varieties mentioned bv some authors, bnt Mr. Drnnimood

THE STATE CAME LAWS. 

That the game laws of the State of Illinois are defective 
and need to be changed is pretty generally conceded by all 
who have given them any consideration. To this wo drew 
the attention of those interested in a short article in a 
previous issue, reserving for the present occasion more ex 
tended remarks. 

What these changes, in entire, should be we are not pre¬ 
pared to stale, since the subject in order to arrive at a cor 
reel solution of it, admits of and requires much consider 
tion. We have, however, given the matter considerable 
attention, and with the hope of eliciting discussion to a 
furtherance of the object, will give our views on the subject 

Iu the first place, we ihiuk the clause in regard 
to the imposing and appropriating „ of the penalty 
for the violation of the law is very defective, and doubtless 
interferes with its enforcement. As it now stands on 
the statute books, it provides that, '"Every person so offend¬ 
ing shall, for such offense, be deemed guiliy of a mis¬ 
demeanor, and on conv ction shall be fined not less than ten 
nor more than twenty-five dollars, nud cost of suit, and 
shall stand committed to the county jail until such 
fine is paid, such imprisonment not to exceed 
ten davs." The penalty is insufficient, and 
consequently fails in its deterring effect, as a pot hunter 
cau well afford to take the risk of being detected, for with 
anything like luck he can make sufficient to pay his fine and 
leave a good margin for profit besides, should he escape de¬ 
tection until nearly the end of the close season, of which 
the chances are very much in his favor, as we shall show 
further on, owiog to the tnttnaur in which the law provides 
the penalty shall be appropriated; or, if he does not feel like 
handing over twenty-five dollars, the maximum amount of 
the tine, be can, by not doing so, earn two dollars and fifty 
cents a day by going to jail for ten days. So is it with jhc 
dealers in illicit game wuo arc. without doubt, the most ini 

K rtaul portion of the community to keep under surveil- 
tce, und to bring the strong arm of the law against, for 
being the ones to whom the pot hunter looks 
for disposal of his game if they can be 
suppressed the market is destroyed,and Ihe incentive to kill 

e &mc out of season is removed. Supposing a dealer should 
c discovered with three or four hundred dollars worth of 
game in his possession, can’t he well afford to pay a fine of 
tweniv-five dollars out of the extra profit he makes out of 
the sale of it, for, nevertheless, though strange, yet it is 
true, on the principle of stolen fruits being sweetest, that 
there are a great many people who consider a quail, aprairic 
chicken, or other game a greater delicacy at the time the law 
lavs a ban on it. The law, therefore, should be changed so 
as lo provide $10 for each bird. 

The mode in which the fine shall be dis¬ 
posed of, as we remarked before, should also be 
changed so that half of it should go to the parly effecting 
the conviction and the other half to the school fund, apd not 
the entire amount lothe school fund; for in this wc think we 
see the cause for much of the indifference manifested in the 
prosecutions for violations of tbe law. Were it so 
changed, the hope of reward which sweetens labor would 
doubtless be an incentive lo many to prosecute violations, 
which they now pay no heed to, for the reason that they 
fail lo are they are individually to be benerilted. Clubs 
would also become more efficient, as it would pay them to 
employ detectives, more especially in the larger cities, as 
out of the numerous prosecution* they would find occasion 
for, and convictions they would obtain, the portion of the line 
accruing to them would he quite sufficient lo at least pay 
the detective; and the school fund would be belter off with 
half than as now with the whole amount, for how often do 
we hear of a conviction. It is in consequeuce of this pro¬ 
vision in the New York game laws that the New York City 
association for ihe protection of fish and game has been 
able lo so effectually control the illicit traffic in game in 
that efty. ., . ... 

There is now another subject which we think requires 
immediate attenlioo. and that is abolishing Spring shooting. 
All common sense points to it as desirable. Where is the 
b rue tier of any strain of domestic fowls who would choose 


duck and snipe shbotimr, abolished with the exception of 
Summer ducks. Mr W F. Milligan very strenuously 
opposed ihe proposition of Mr llauworth, and eave as a 
very valid reason that “within a few mile* of Chicago at 
Camp Milligan, on the Kankakee river, both ducks and 
geese, but a few years ago were in the habit of breeding, 
but from having oeen disturbed so much of late years they 
do not now." ...... 

But if Spring shooting is not lo be abolished, then let that 
portion of the law which prohibits snipe shooting on and 
after the 15lb of April be abolished, for so far as the 
Northern part of the Stale is affected snipe rarely 
get lo it before the period when the close 
season commences; those therefore who reside in the 
Nothern section are deprived entirely of it, while in the 
Southern portion by the 15th of April the most of tbe snipe 
arc begining to leave or do leave, which is a reason why the 
two different climates in the two sections should be con¬ 
sidered in the framing of the laws, for that which is appli¬ 
cable to one is not to the other. During the discussion of 
Mr. Hauworth's proposition in regard lo Spring shooting 
Col. Williams of Quincy, advocated this idea, declaring be 
“was in favor of dividing the Stale geographically, und 
framing laws accordingly, which would then be in Justice to 
the two sections of the State, since the climatic influences 
differed so." 

We firmly believe that the example of Iowa and Kansas 
should be followed, and game killed in the State should not 
he allowed to be shipped out of it. 

it seems strange that there should not have been suffici¬ 
ent interest in fish to induce Ihe framing of a law for their 
protection. No belter evidence can be given of the neces¬ 
sity for one than that pickerel and bass were caught in the 
Calumet river in goodly numbers but five or six years since, 
the former weighing from four to five pounds, and the lat¬ 
ter from two to three pounds; also that the government has 
twice slocked the river with shad and white fish, which the 
Norwegians in South Chicago, who make a living by fishing 
with a seine, have hauled ashore in immense numbers, and 
being too small for use dumped them on the bank of 
tbe nver to decay. If these are not sufficient reasons for 
protecting the fish wc don't know what are. 


Mr Greener's Book.— When wc saw the announcement 
that Mr. Greener was writing a book on “ Choke-bore guns 
and bow to load for all kinds of game,” we expected a 
work which would be of practical value to spo, tsmen 
Never were our expectations so sadly disappointed. A* a 
gun-maker Mr. Greener is a success ; as a compiler of sta¬ 
tistics he is also a success ; but as an author he is a 
wretched failure, for we fail to find in his book anything 
further than a compilation of statistics of the London Field 
Chicago, and Turf. Field, and Farm gun trials, wluj 
the correspondence from the American a well as English 
papers which followed the English trials. The additional 
chapters on loading, hard shot, powder, etc., which are 
thrown in with the evident intention and expectation of 
relieving the book from appearing lo be purely an advertis. 
ing pamphlet, do not possess originality sufficient to even 
save it from the mark. That Mr. Greener has the rlzbt u>, 
and it Ib legitimate that he should compile ail the inform,;, 
tion he cun in favor of his guns and present the same in « 
pamphlet form for the perusal of sportsmen no one will 
question, also that Messrs. Cassel, Petter & Galpin have the 
right to publish such book; but wc protest against such * 
book ns Mr. Greener’s being palmed off on American sports 
men at $3.50, when for all the practical or useful information 
it gives the reader it is not worth one third of the sum. 

As a matter of record of the various guu trials and <hr 
correspondence following the London Field Gun Trial con 
sists its value; further than that we faillo recognize any. 
With the reputation his guns have acquired, let Mr, 
Greener be content, and not attempt to be an author. Hi* 
effort in that direction forces us to remind him, “Nc sutor 
ultra crcpidam.”

What is a Flush?— While in certain circles a flush 
seems to be pretty well understood as to its rank and value 
and needs no qualification, yet in field trials, judgiug from 
the remarks of some of our correspondents on our com¬ 
ments on the Memphis Field Trials, wc infer its value is 
not so thoroughly understood, and requires some qualifica¬ 
tion. Moreover, the interpretation of our demand for the 
abolishing the penalty of a triplet for a Hush, by four of a 
kind, Goo tenough, and Sherwood, Chubb, and H„ in this 
number, is wrong, and the full hand which we have called 
shows that these gentlemen think we referred to 
a straight flush, which was not taken into 
consideration at all, and they raise the point that 
we like a flush. The only time we would like a flush 
would be when our opponent should hold one to our full or 
four of a kind, or we held il lo his three, and in this 
latter instance we shouldn't think enough of it to risk 
much on it, not knowing what our opponent held. 

We now rise to explain that there is a vast difference be¬ 
tween flushes in field trial work. The dog which finds, 
stands a second, and flushes purposely, or which runs into a 
covey of quails and flushes, is guilty of a very bad fault; 
hut tbe uoe which flushes a single bird, which he is put 
down to work on the instant it has alighted after having 
been flushed, is not guilty of a serious fault, for every sports 
man of experience knows well that quails do hold their scent 
for a while after they have alighted after they have been 
flushed, and how difficult it is for the best dogs to 
find them, and how often they will flush them under 
such circumstances. Indeed the man who has a dog of any 
age which bus not committed such a pardonable error, has, 
we believe, the only odc in the world. 

Some one—Mr. Goodenough, if we mistake not—who 
considers "an occasional flush might be overlooked in ordi¬ 
nary bunting, but in a field trial is certainly out of the ques¬ 
tion, ’’ goes it blind, for had he attended field trials or 
bunted his dogs in them he would have found that in field 
trial* there is no exception to tbe rule that dogs, like chil¬ 
dren, always behave worse when they are wanted to do 
their best.

Camp Life Memories— A Might of Peril. 

BY JOIIN J. URoMPTON 

It is dark itnd cold without, this December night, nnd the 
snowflakes are flying, like frighleued fugitives, before the 
wintry blast which, ever and anon, shakes my window-shut¬ 
ters angrily, and howls nl I he ungles of my domicile as if it 
would delight in making war on the summer-like temper¬ 
ature which—i hanks to glowing fagots of wcll-BeaBoned ma¬ 
ple— reigns within 

The genial temperature within leads me, very naturally, 
to contrast it with the inclemency out side. 

The lost wanderer on the plains and the tempest-tossed 
mariner; God pity them lo night. 

By the association of ideas my thoughts are turned back 
sixteen years, and fancy wanders 

“On the golden aborts of sweet long ago,*' 
when we were tenting iu ibe Black swampsof western Ohio. 
The voice of the warring elements calls from slumber to¬ 
night the recoiled ions of a half-forgotten episode, anight 
of peril, the memory of which the lapse of sixteen years has 
not wholly obiilcruied. 

(Jump hie was new to me, and around our lodge in the 
wilderness my imagination, which was wrought on, doubt¬ 
less by mu well remembered fuiry tales of childhood, cre¬ 
ated airy visions which, if transferred to cauvas by a mas¬ 
ter hanu, would eclipse the scenes in that famous spectac¬ 
ular tlraiim, the Bluck (.'rook. Nightly I saw the fairies 
dunce. Oueu while uiy comrades slept, my imagination 
was reveling among the deepening shadows which walled 
ub in; and utter Morpheus with impalpable 
touch hud closed my eyes, 1 saw Artemis, Ibe goddess of 
the woods, and her lair wood-nymphs in huntress attire, 
slundmg guuid around our tent. Or, aroused by the wolf's 
howl—so plaintive, so utouruful and w ilh a quavering ap¬ 
peal like me despairing wall of a lost soul—1 lay “with my 
back lo the Held and my feet to Ibe”—lire, gazing at Ibe 
stars which, in my glowing fancy, became so many 
celestial lumps lo iignt the shades of departed huntsmen lo 
that Happy Hunliug Orouud—"the laud beyond the blue." 

Camp life, as 1 have said, was a new seusalion; experience 
don't quite express It. Our camp was located in the heart 
of a dense forest, which, excepting a few trees that bad 
been felled by bee and raccoon hunters, was yet in a state 
of primitive wilderness. The soil is fertile and humid. 
The elm, sycamore, cottonwood, burr oak and the bluck 
nsh grow large and tall. 1 have seen cottonwoods as 
straight as a ship's must, one hundred feet lo the first limb 
and one hundred und mirly feel to the topmost Lwig; and 
bluek-ash less than twenty inches in diunre'er and one hun¬ 
dred feel in height. Tire eolloawood grows in the lowest- 
lying land which, during the rainy seasons, is covered with 
water. The surface is more nearly level than Lake Erie— 
calm days excepted; and the sand ridges, seen here and 
there, commemorate the fact that, in the—perhaps not very 
remote - past, ibis whole swamp region, embracing portions 
ot five or six counties, was the bed of it lake or a part of Erie. 

A few days previous to the nigtit about which I am going 
to write—bye and bye—1 had killed my first deer; hud done 
it neatly, handsomely, artistically. It was passing me on 
the full run at 60 yards, broad-side on, when 
six out of fifteen buck-shot, hurled at it from a 
double barrel gun of tbc cheapest quality, 
caused it to turn a somersault. 

Now 1 trust that the Kev. Adirondack Murray, who, when 
his rifle fails, avails himself of au hereditary, "tremendous 
grip," and seizes the fleeing deer by his tail, will take a 
charitable view of the fact—should it chance to come to bis 
knowledge—that 1 "dropped" my first deer with a "murder¬ 
ous old blunderbuss " in his "Camp Life in the Adiron- 
ducks"—over which I have shed a flood of tears, the off¬ 
spring of laughter—be says: “A man who drops his deer 
with anything but a single bullet, should be hooted out of 
ibe woods.*' 

That is the Rev. Mr. Murray's view, "With malice to¬ 
ward none, with charily for all”—not excepting the much 
abused pot-hunter— is another man's view. 

Before taking leave of liis book, I wish to recomfliend the 
chapter on "Jack-Shooting in a Foggy Night” to all who 
relish a hourly laugh us well as to those who arc afflicted 
with chronic dryness of the eyes. Should it fail, which is 
possible, but not probable, try "Crossing the Carry." 

But to resume. 

Two duys later, with that same “pot-metal" gun, I had 
killed clean at 70 yards, the largest doe I have ever seen; 
her estimated weight dressed was 150 pounds. These were 
the first uud only ucer I had ever shot at. 

Game was fairly abundant and in variety. There were 
pigeons, quails, ruffed grouse and turkeys; red, black and 
gray squirrels; rabbits, deer nnd now and then a bear And 
of Hniuiuls not game, there were owls, hawks, raveus, foxes, 
wild cals, porcupines, raccoons, ground-hogs, catamounts 
and wolves. And, loo, there were bee-bunting and wild 
boney for those who bad a penchant for such sport. None 
of these animals were numerous, but they abouuded in suffi¬ 
cient numbers lo give zest to the spoit. 

Up to this time we had had a jolly, rollicking time, Tbc 
wealbcr bad been uuusually fine, even for October, ihe 
most bewitching month of Ihe twelve; (be month which, 
for seventeen consecutive years, with but one exception, I 
have dedicated, wbolely or in part, lo Artemis, tbc goddess 
of the woods. But, to-day, tbc sun went down behind an 
ominous cloud which, unfurling, threw a weird gloom over 
the forest. Tbc leaves of the great cottonwoods, in seem¬ 
ing consciousness that behind that frowning scroll, the 
Sturm King was marshalling his forces, censed their wonted 
tremulous mol ion. The smoke of our camp fire lingered 
near the ground. The blows of the uxc, wielded by the 
sturdy bunisman, went sweeping through the dark laby¬ 
rinths of the forest with unwonted resonance, rendering by 
contrast, the portenous calm more strikingly apparent. 
In the meantime darkness hud encompassed the earth. 
Our camp fire, gieumiog with unnatural brightness, ooly 
"served to render the surrounding darkness visible." The 
fair earth seemed to be passively awaiting the impending 
burst of wrath. Everything being ripe for the onset, the 
Storm King brandished bin flaming sword; it gleamed for an 
inslsnl, like red-tongued fire, revealing his visage, 
now black with the fury of pent up rage aod 
eager to buffet the earth, rend her forests and 
dslugs her plain* An appa ling buret of thun¬ 


der, swiftly following the fiery flash, shook the pas¬ 
sive earth. A rain drop fell here and there; then the cIouUb 
opened their windows and drenched everything beneath 
them. The winds came with fearful violence, bending, 
breaking, burling und crushing the trees. For a time there 
was a continuous roar of commingling sounds, while, at 
brief intervals, rising above its average volume and follow¬ 
ing swiftly in the wake of the lightning's flash which, con¬ 
suming the darkness, revealed chaos, deafening peals of 
(bunder bulleted the trembling earth The stately cotton¬ 
woods and ancient oaks, forgetting their pride of stature 
nnd ancient birth, bowed iu deprecating humility to the 
angered blast, but bowed in vain. Some were left like 
Naomi, leafless, branchless minks, their sundered limbs 
scattered far and wide; some were torn to shreds by the 
lightning's boll, while others, whose vitals had been stricken 
with decay, were snapped in twain or torn up by the roots. 
Here and there one of tougher fibre—forest Sampsons or 
Goliahs—wrestled successfully with tbc blast, but, alas! at 
these Sampsons and Goliahs, Jove, jealous of the prowess 
of the wind, hurled bis fiercest bolts. 

"Alas, ye sons of strength I ye ancient oaks! . . . that 
reared your branches on high, and laughed at all the winds 
your lime was come!’’ 

And so—we feared—was ours. 

Io the wars of the elements, the exhibition of the sublime 
and the terrible so overshadows the physical powers of 
|>oor, finite mau, he shriuks into the insignificance of an 
atom. Measured by his iuiellect.inan is the giant of the earth; 
measured by his physical strength, he suffers 
in comparison with Ihe flea, which has a thousand times 
his agility; the passenger pigeon in a half hour, will pass 
over an intervening space which to man would be a toilsome 
day’s journey. Tbc condor, soaring so bigh in tbe air as lo 
appear a mere speck, can sight bis prey, while lo man it 
would be invisible at tbc distance of a thousand feet; and in 
Che paw of the lion is concentrated the strength of a score 
of prize-fighters. 

By the aid of his intellect, man, making servants of the 
forces of Nature, transmits news, sends greetings, issues 
commands with more than a thousand timeB the swiftness 
of the carrier pigeon; he calls to his aid machinery which 
is capable of exerting a power greater than tbe combined 
strength of a hundred elephants; he arms himself with 
weapons which ut ihe distance of a mile or more, are cap¬ 
able of dealing a death-blow to any animal that walks the 
earth. 

By aid of his intellect? What if he had been created with 
hoofs instead of hands and feet? as some one once asked. 

My neighbor over the way—Don Quixote, I call him— 
would probably answer thus: Wby, sir, in reference lo that 
mailer, wherein is thie: he would have been a Centaur. 

But seriously: deprive him of tools and man, of all ani¬ 
mals, is tbe most helpless. 

More than once, during that night of peril, we stood, as 
we believed, face to face with the Palc-fnce Messenger. To 
a man in the prime of life, in vigorous health and bound to 
life by the strongest of all ties, in tbe absence of passion, 
without tbe hope of reward or the anticipation of glory, 
there is a supreme solemnity in the contemplation of death, 
vie a vie, when to resist is hopeless and escape impossible. 

Man is the most courageous, as well a9 tbe most cowardly 
being, in animated nature. Heroism is one of the precious 
few things which thi9 Jugernautish world delights to honor 
and reward. The hero is supposed to survey all terrestrial 
things from the highest niche in the temple of Fame, there¬ 
fore man aspires to heroism. I would not, however, have it 
understood that if some ingenious Yankee should discover 
and patent a cordial, a few drops of which would insure the 
prolongation of life and health and vigor for a thousand 
years, there would be a dearth ot customers for his panacea. 
He would only have to say: “Come unto me ail ye to whom 
life is sweet! and in exchange for a bottle of my Thousand- 
year-cordial, give me that which ye have, even to the last 
farthing," to congregate tbc human race. 

While tbc storm was at its height not a word was spoken, 
"Aod deadly paleness sat 
On every face of man, and every heart 
Grew cbtll. and every knee hie fellow emote; 

None spoke, none stirred, none wept; for horror held 
All motionless, and fettered every tongue." 

Suddenly after the storm hud spent its fury a star peeped 
through a rift in the clouds, while Ginger arising to his feet 
exclaimed, “light is breaking!" 

After replenishing the fire, which the rain had almost ex¬ 
tinguished, we circled around it, some sitting and others 
standing, gratitude for our deliverance from peril unscathed, 
driving away the last vestige of sleepiness. 

In the course of the conversation which followed, each 
ooc gave bis experience. They were marvellously alike. 
The ruling question with each had been: "How shall I save 
myself?" _ 


A Buffalo Hunt on tub Wiciiita and Rkd Rivers — 
McKinney, Texas, Nov. 12, 1876.— Editor Chicago Field: 
—I have just returned from a thirty day’s hunt to the Wich¬ 
ita and Upper Red River. I had three friends with me and 
we had to go 325 miles from this point to find buffalo plenty. 
We camped six days with them all nrountj us and killed be 
tween 75 and 100; it was a great shame as we left most of 
them unmolested, bringing home four robes and five or six 
hundred pounds of fine meat, but us our object was more for 
deer and turkeys we dropped back 85 miles on tbe little Wich¬ 
ita where we camped three days, in which we took forty ven¬ 
ison bams and six antelope hams, besides turkeys, chickens 
and quails. I may call the Wichita country the sportsman's 
paradise, for there you find game from a buffalo down to 
prairie chickens and quails. 

The chicken and quail shooting is unusually good in this 
county this year I have no trouble in making a bag of fifty 
or sixty in a day by myself. Large game has disappeared 
front among us and we have fallen back on tbc chickens and 
quails, with which we have magnificent sport. I am getting 
somewhat old, but ran still take my dog and breechloader 
aod make a fair bag with tbe boys. In addition lochickcns 
and quails in the Spring we have Ibe golden plover and Eng¬ 
lish snipe. The snipe found here are very fat and fine. 
Mallard shooting some Winters is very good. The teal 
ducks often stay with us through the Summer and raise 
their broods. The great want of sportsmen is good dogs; 
we have none hut natives and it is hard to tell what they 
are. Some of them though perform finely in the field.

A Night in “ Banditti Cave.” 

My friend and I agreed lo try our luck one Sunday at the 
famous retreat known as Chef Menteur (chief liar). liO miles 
distant from New Orleans. We got ready, carrying 50 car¬ 
tridges a piece for our breech-loaders, supposing we had an 
ample supply. At 5 p. m. Saturday we took the train on 
the N. O. & Mobile It. R., and found ourselves in a car with 
at least 150 other sportsmen, dogs, traps, etc., ctu. After 
rattling away for about 65 minutes, we cn-s-cd tbc stream 
Chef Menteur. Our train stopped immediately on gelling 
over the bridge, and we jumped off witti about HO oibers. A 
abort walk and we crossed a small bayou—say 20 feet wide 
—running parallel with the railroad, and entered u bouse 
built on posts ever the swamp land designated by a highly 
colored and large sign, "Banditti Cave." Nick met us and 
we secured from him a birth for the night. Alter laying 
aside our trappings we went out and took a survey. Nick, 
the proprietor of‘‘Banditti Cave," is indeed a lit man to 
keep a place with such a name. He is a (all, raw-boned, 
broad shouldered fellow, with a very sinister expression 
and a face indicative of the bully and coward mixed, 
a miserable, surly brute, who seems not to 
know that he is dependent upon gentlemen for hi-living. 
The sportsmen we met there were mostly crenl'-s—very 
agreeable and polite. ‘We conversed until 11 o'clock upon 
dogs and guns, and reln-< d '» one another our various expe¬ 
riences in shooting. If 1 r. c -licet rightly’, the central tire 
breech-loader with locks made at Si El ienno, France, and 
barrels by Bernard, was decided to lie Ihe best iu use, 1 
differed with the gentlemen, and maintained ih.u there is 
no gun surpassing, if equal to the Furdcy of Eoglunil 1 
am still of that opinion. 

Well, we made our decoys ready an I went lo bed pre¬ 
pared to start the next morning at H o'clock. At half-past 
2, Nick, in a semi torpid condition, io led mil of his berth 
and opened the largest oriodc watch ever :t mas saw. 
“Time to cook breakfast," said be. and started a fire. 
Meantime we were making ready, and at 3 we sat down to a 
breakfast of ham, eggs and good strong coffee. We look 
our guus. etc., and putting tbetn into our boats shoved off. 
"Careful now," said my man, "or the ‘pirogue’ will upset.” 
I stepped right in the middle and look my seat. You may 
ask: What is a “pirogue?" It is simply a little dug-out, 
capable of holding one or two only, and like a cunoe, very 
easily overturned. All right now, and away we paddled in 
darkness down the Chef. 

The Chef Menteur is a stream about 150 feet wide of salt 
water and tbc outlet of innumerable small bayuus of various 
widths. We continued down tbe Chef, our men keeping 
close to ooe another with their respective “pirogues," until 
we reached a bayou about two miles down. We turned 
into this and followed it up for sometime. Quietly we 
pushed on, anon a duck flying right up in front; but it was 
loo dark to shoot. Soon we separated, my friend taking a 
side pass and ,my man keeping on. By half-past four wc 
reached a lagoon—a cleared space in the prairie where the 
water is still and into which numbers of ducks go 
to feed at daybreak. Wc paddled across having put our 
decoys in the middle. Wc then hauled the “pirogue" up 
and drew over it and us all the weeds we could. We then 
sat down and wailed for daylight and ducks. Quuuk' 
quauk! quauk! we heard in the marshes around u . Qunuk! 
and the flapping of hundreds of wings—but no ducks in 
sight. The darkness just preceding daylight set in is in¬ 
tense, and for half an hour not a sound. Soon tbc same quauk 
and tbc same movement of the birds. But now ibe stars 
became dim and we could just sec our decoys. Justlben 
two big ducks sailed across the lagoon and lit very near tbc 
deceitful decoys. I stood up, but for the life of me could 
not distinguish Ihe birds as the shadow of the reeds opposite 
fell over and darkened them greatly. They remained for 
about ten minutes, when with a whiz they rose and as they 
did so, bang, bang, but only one fell. Wc remained quiet 
until sunrise hoping the ducks would fly, but the weather 
moderated and they remained in the swamp. They flew away 
in twos and threes, and even then avoided the lagoon we 
were at. We killed very few there, so I determined to pro¬ 
ceed to some other spot. My paddier shouted out to my 
friend's man to move on to “Lagoon Catherine " "Go on," 
he answered, “and we will." Off we started and killed a 
few on our route through the bayous. By 7 o'clock wc 
entered tbe lagoon so well known to hunters in 

Louisana It was full of poulee d'eau (marsh hen) and 
spoon bill ducks. We made our blind here and killed them 
as they passed over. By 11 o'clock we determined to go 

home and accordingly started. Passing through a 

comparatively dry prairie which had been burnt 
I suggested that we try our luck ut suipe. 

After passing out of Ibe. pirogue we tramped 
over the flat and knocked down 12 Eugli-h snipes, no dog to 
aid us and nothing but duck-shot The sun was warm and 
the day very pleasant. We stayed there, until one o'clock, 
and finally got off for good. On our way back to Banditti 
Cave wc killed two ducks at a clip, making a very pretty 
shot as they were ooly livo, "Bec-sie" (saw-hill), w hich fly 
verv rapidly. 

We reached the Cave, our starting point, at 3 o'clock, 
just twelve hours since our departure Results wi re com¬ 
pared of course. - One parly of five came in wit i seven; 
others did little better. We counted 4!l pieces of game, nnd 
were the heroes of the day. Tree jo lire r.hneee said the old 
hunters. 

Our game was cleaned and strung, and that evening we 
came home, having done better than any on rile car. Our 
friends were complimented by receiving ducks for dinner 
tbe next day, and with pleasure we recall the night in Ban¬ 
ditti Cave. m T
